Wasnineton,.D. C., Sept. 5.—The Confed- 
erate House, ‘in reducing expenses, enacted that 
the National Bank Redemption Bureau should 
reduce its force from 152 to ninety-six, or more 
than one-third. The work of this Bureau is to 
receive, count, and reissue or destroy the circu- 
lation of National Banks,and the entire expense 
is met by a pro rata assessment upon the banks 
whose money is handled, so that the apparent 
saving is a transparent farce. The Bureau will 
be greatly crippled by this action, as the work 
has steadily increased each year, and in June 
last reached the highest amounts yet received 
in one month. The smallest receipts are in the 
spring and fall months, while the crops are 
being moved from the West, and the largest in 
mid-winter and mid-summer, when money 
accumulates at New York. Yet last week, in a 
very dull season, over $42,000,000 was handled, 
making a daily average of over $7,000,000. 

THE NAVY.

Reports of the Assessor and Supervisor--- 
Cost of Assessments. 


The West Town Board of Auditors be its 
regular semi-annual meeting last evening at 56 


and 58 South Halsted street. There were pres- 


ent Supervisor Avery Moore, Town-Clerk Hertz, 
Town-Assessor Clark, Justices Ingersoll, Mat- 
son, Sheridan, Morrison, and Eberhardt. Sundry 
old bills to the amount of about $40 were ap- 
proved. Quite a number of petty bills were 
laid over for reference to be reported on here- 


after. 
TOWN-ASSESSOR CLARK 
pre8ented his report as follows: 

The undersigned would 2 — submit to 
your Honorable Board the following statement, 
showing that he has completed the assessment for 
State, 1 > ad town, and park purposes for 
the year 1876: 

Thatin making the said assessment he labored 
under many disadvantages as, upon entering into 
possession of the Assessor's office, he found no 
records to assist him, with the exception 
of the town-plats, and they were 
in bad condition from the fact that 
there were a at many  resubdivisions 
of lots and blocks which had not been entered on 
said plats, and, also, the volumes received from 
the County Clerk containing the Itst of real estate 
were very defective as regards the description of 

roperty ; that he, realizing the necessity of hav- 
ing correct descriptions, was at great pains to have 
them accurate. 

The only cases which were defeated in applying 
for judgment this last year were cases where the 
property was wrongly described. 

In addition to the reguiar assessment, I am pre- 
paring for the use of the town a fuil set of field- 

oks, which contain a correct description of every 
lot, block, and piece of ground in the West Town. 

is a very essential matter, as will 
be seen when the fact is taken into 
consideration that the city tax-office is abolished, 
and the town must now keep its own records to a 
— extent, as lam informed that the County 
Clerk has no man inthe Recorder's office to look 
after and keep up the divisions of lots and blocks 
as has heretofore been done until the year 1875. 

I have had bound for future use the sheets con- 
taining the pe assessment for 1876, 
— will of great use to my successor in 
office. 

The total number of days consumed in making 
the assesssment were 1,207, and thirty men em- 
ployed. In comparing the cost of the assessments 
of this (1876) with that of the year 1875 1 would 
show your Honorable Board that there has na 
saving of at least one-half in the costs. 
In the first place, the total number of days taken 
to make the assessment forthe year 1 (exclu- 
sive of the time of the Assessor) was 2, 571% days, 
at an actual cost to the town of $12,813.50, while 
the actual cost of labor of Deputy Assessors for 
1876, at the same rate per diem, is only $6,395 

being 1,279 days), showing a net saving of 

400. 75 on the item of labor alone. 

The contingent expenses of the Assessor's office 
for the year 1875 amounted to $264.74, which 
was for books, stationery, etc., the books being 
really worthless to the town, as will be seen by an 
examination of them. The expenses of the oifice 
for the year 1876, for stationery, boo ete...

68, 
specified as stationery, etc., and which will con- 
tain a complete list of every 8 and piece 
of land situated in the Town of West Chicago, and 
which will show the assessment (in separate 
columns) of the ground, improvements, and totals. 

These books will be kept at this and be 
open to the inspection of the 1 of the said 
town, and all corrections and divisions to property 
to be assessed for the year 1877 may be made upon 
them as fast as such divisions are recorded. 

I desire to return my thanks to your honorable 
Board for the assistance you have rendered me and 
the extreme courtesy kindness with which 
appointments of Deputies have been received and 
confirmed by you.

DEMOCRATIC FAILURE IN NEW YORK. 

A combination of fraud and failure is about 
as abject a condition as can well be imagined, 
and this is the present result of the desper- 
ate efforts the Democrats have made to in- 
sure carrying New York State for Torx.

Dissension among the Democrats of New 
York, which holtis the key to the situation, 
will cause apprehension everywhere else, 
and the doubtful vote will be notably affect- 
ed thereby to the detriment of the Demo- 
cratic ticket. Moreover, Mr. Tom has 
again demonstrated his inclination to fraud 
in politics, and in this instance has added 
even treachery to his own party. He has 
made a failure in the very sphere where it 
has been supposed he was strongest, viz. : 
organization; and will on that account forfeit 
much of the confidence that has been felt by 
the Democrats in his personal management 
of the campaign.

regained. 


THE CITY AND THE GAS COMPANIES. 

The Common Council brought the gas 
question to a crisis by its action on Monday 
night. The resolution passed by the Coun- 
ell, and which the Mayor will unquestion- 
ably approve, makes the distinct and direct 
issue, viz.: that unless the Gas Companies at 
once contract to furnish gas to the city at 
$1.50 per 1,000 feet, then all existing con- 
tracts be discontinued, and that the city 
make immediate arrangements for lighting 
the streets and public offices with oil. It is 
now for the Gas Companies to act. The 
vote in the Council was sufficiently emphatic 
—yeas, 28; nays, 4—to leave no doubt that 
the city will not yield. The Gas Companies 
must now determine (1) whether they can 
afford to furnish gas at $1.50 per 1,000 
feet, and (2) whether they will do so 
until next April, with a certainty that 
next year the same price and no more 
will be paid. The Gas Companies know 
their own business, and can tell in one hour 
whether they can or will accept the terms 
offered. A compliance with these terms 
until April next ora discontinuance of gas 
for the city service is now a necessity. This 
is no time for negotiation, or for the dis- 
cussion of other terms or other arrange- 
ments. The adoption of oil in the street- 
lamps of the West Division will furnish a 
test not only as to the difference in cost of 
the service but in the value of the light. 
Street lamp-posts may be duplicated for the 
use of oil, and two oil lights may be put 
where there is now but one gas light, and 
the cost of the duplicated service will not 
exceed one-third of the present price of gas. 
Having once tested the economy and the 
sufficiency of the oil service, the Gas 
Companies will find it more difficult 
than ever to induce the city to pay an ex- 
travagant price for gas.. Let the Gas Com- 
panies consider the financial condition of the 
city, and of its inability to pay at all; let 
them act magnanimvously and furnish the city 
with the gas at the price named, and, having 
thus acted, let them, between now and ffext 
April, exhibit, if they can, such statements 
of the cost of producing gas as will leave no 
question as to what would be a fair and rea- 
sonable price. But for the present, at least, 
the gas must be furnished at $1.50 per 1,000 
feet or the city will resort to oil. Public 
sentiment on this point is too unanimous and 
too decided to be disregarded either by the 
City Council or the Gas Companies. 

The Council, it was generally expected, 
would make the delivery of gas to private 
consumers at $2 per 1,000 feet a part of the 
arrangement. But each consumer has 
within his own control the choice. If the 
Company will not furnish gas at $2, he can 
do as the city has done, resort to oil. Thou- 
wands of private consumers have already 
discontinued the use of gas and have adopt- 
ed oil, especially ia retail stores, and they 
report such a saving of cost as renders it ad- 
visable for others to do the same thing. 
Large establishments will, in case the Gas 
Companies persist, manufacture their own 
gas, which they can do at a great saving of 
expenditure. 

The Gas Companies must be aware of the 
general shrinkage of prices, of business, of 
incomes, and of wages. All other things of 
general utility have declined in price. People 


cents per fare than they would if they de- 
manded 10, 20, or 25 cents a ride. So with 


panies have never permitted this. They have 
managed for many years to control the produc- 
tion, and thereby secure the highest prices at 
which the coal could be sold. The combina- 
tion of 1872 embraced a control of all the 


large anthracite producers. The only two 


transportation companies not also coal pro- 
ducers, by whi¢h the coal could find its way 
to market, were included in the combination, 
and thus the amount of coal to be moved to 
market und sold was limited. At this very 
time the capacity of each of the four dis- 
tricts in which this coal is found was equal 
to the whole amount of coal actually sold. 
The mining companies therefore worked 
only at intervals. In from three to five 
months the mines could produce all the coal 
needed for gale in the whole year. This 
combination having broken, the large num- 
ber of individual owners of coal lands may 
now produce coal, and, selling in competi- 
tion with the large producers, the price of 
coal, like that of petroleum, will be governed 
by the law of supply and demand. The 
combination adopted monthly a scale of 
prices at which coal should be sold ; this was 
done on the Ist of August, but the break- 
down followed, and within the month the 
coal of two concerns was sold at auction. 
The prices fixed by the combination and 
those at which the coal sold compared as 
follows:

The combination being broken, there was 
a decline in prices ranging from $2.10 to 
$2.91 per ton, or an average of 50 per 
cent. 

But what is to be done with the coal? The 
fields are so extensive that they will continue 
to yield coal for a thousand years to come. 
There is an immense amount of capital in- 
vested, and these mines, if fully operated, 
could give continuous employment to five 
times the number of miners who now only 
work at intervals. There is the coal. There 
are other pars of the world which have no 
coal. True to the Pennsylvania theory of 
supplying only a limited market and getting 
extortionate prices from that, these mimes 
have only been operated to supply the home 
market. These people have preferred to let 
the coal remain in the mine, and the unem- 
ployed laborers to starve or become tramps, 
to selling it at less than monopoly prices. 
The New York Bulletin furnishes the sugges- 
tion that Great Britain supplies the West 
Indies with three-fourths of the 2,000,000 
tons imported annually by those islands. 
The reason is that under the combination 
prices the coal costs as much at Philadelphia 
as the English coal delivered at Jamaica. 

Coal is an article of universal demand. Of 
anthracite coal the United States have even a. 


greater monopoly than of cotton. The world} 


will buy this coal if it can be had at a reason- 
able price. The increase in its production 
will reduce the general iverage cost of that 
production, and if anthracite coal can be 
sold at Philadelphia or at Hoboken at an 
average of $2.50 per ton, there is no reason 
why the surplus may not find an outlet by 
exportation to other countries. Certainly, 
all countries which now import coal e. 1 find 
a better market in Philadelphia, and a better 
coal than they can find elsewhere. The 
home market for coal has exploded, as the 
home market for petroleum exploded, and 
the coal, as the petroleum, existing in inex- 
haustible quantities, must fird for its sur- 
plus a market where there is a demand for it, 
and must be sold for such prices as will in- 
duce its increased use and consumption, 


We regret very much that an irresponsible 
rumor relative to a disagreement between 
Mr. Lux and Judge Hmrox (the two prin- 
cipal partners in the firm of A. T. Stewart 
& Go.) should have received the dignity of a 
mention in one of the New York letters 
printed in Tue Tammo of Sunday. We 
have the best reason for believing that there 
is not the slightest foundation for the state- 
ment. Indeed, the recent enlargement of 
the Srzwart business, by establishing a 
house in Chicago in every respect the equal 
of the New York house, is about as complete 
an answer as could be made to such a rumor ;

Were there not fictitious sales of wheat for 


members of the Board of Trade asked yesterday. 
We are unable to answer the question, but pre- 
sume that. an investigation could easily be ob- 
tained, if any one chose to call for it. The rules 
provide @ rather stringent penalty for cases in 
which proof is furnished of such fictitious trading. 

The leading produce markets were irregular yes- 
terday. Provisions were dull and steadier. Wheat 

nervous and unsettled at a higher range, due to 
manipulation; corn stronger, owing to continued 
cool weather; oats firmer; barley weak in conse- 
quence of larger receipts; flour in better demand, 
and little change in other departments. The for- 
warding movement was slow except im corn, and 
our stocks of grain in store are steadily increasing 
under fair receipts and a slackness in shipping 
orders, and it now looks as if we should begin the 
winter on heavy stocks, notwithstanding the fact 
that unprecedentedly low freights have fhvited 
shippers to operate all through this season. The 
situation in wheat is peculiarly embarrassing; 
prices are already high for shipment, and still 
advancing, with few orders. It was rumored, 
however, that freight-room was taken yesterday 
for a large lot of wheat by rail. . 

In dry-goods circles there was fittle that was 
new. In nearly all departments fair activity was 
apparent, and the prevalent feeling was one of pro- 
nounced firmness. Groceries continue in fair de- 
mand at about steady figures. Sugars are in light 
supply, and hence are firm, despite a restricted 
demand. Coffees—choice to fancy grades espe- 
cially—are held very firmly, and show a tendency 
to go higher. Sirups and molasses are receiving 
more attention, and are strong at previous prices. 
TL. tea trade does not display as much activ- 
ity as the more sanguine had expected 
at this stage of the season, dut the 
outlook is more favorable to holders, and 
there does not appear to be any disposition to in- 
crease sales at the sacrifice of prices. Dried fruits 
remain without much activity, and prices of 
domestics are to a great extent nominal. Fish were 
quoted quiet and unchanged in values. Prices of 
bagging, leather, coal, and wood were the same as 
previously given. Butter was active and firm. 
Cheese was doing better. The oil market was 
without decided change, prices ranging the same 
as on Monday. 

The lumber market was fairly active for a rainy 
day at unaltered prices. Some kinds of lumber 
dragged at the sale docks, but sales were made at 
recent figures, though not many buyers were 
around, the storm keeping many away. The yard 
dealers report a fair order trade and a steady mar- 
ket. Hardware is meeting with a fair and increas- 
ing demand, and prices are steady at the redyce- 
tions noted, being now lower than for several years 
past. Wool was firm undera continued good in- 
quiry, and in sympathy with Eastern markets. 
Seeds were steadier, being in good request, except, 
of course, Hungarian and millet,.which are out of 
season; and clover was weak, owing to larger 
offerings. The hop market is scarcely open. 
The small lots arriving are soon sent 
out in answer to orders from 
interior and local consumers. The broom-corn, 
hide, and hay markets were unchanged. Green 
fruits were dull, the wet weather interrupting 
trade. Peaches were in heavy supply, and slow at 
lower prices, few buyers being on thestreet. Poul- 
try and eggs were in good request and strong. 

Lake freights were dull at Monday's decline, at 2c 
for corn to Buffalo. Rail freights were quiet, 
without change in quotations, agents asking 20c to 
New York, 18cto Philadelphia, 17e to Baltimore, 
and 20c to Boston, per 100 Bs, and being willing 
te take considerably less. Through rates by lake 
and rail were quoted at de for corn and pe for 
wheat to New York, and 10e on cars to New Eng- 
land points. Freight engagements were reported 
for 230, 000 ba corn.

addressed the Court for his client, Ed Walker. 
It was sometimes a relief to have announced in 
the outset of litigation the special causes or in- 
fluences which have produced it. In the present 
instance it was apparent that there were some 
other causes and influences at work than ap- 
peared on the face of the bill. It was scarcely 
possible that Ald. Ballard would put himself to 
the expense of this litigation for the sake of 


saving the small amount of taxation which 


would fall to his lot on actount of the differ- 
ence between the price of the contract in ques- 


| tion, aud that for which he claimed the work 


could be performed. He was glad to hear his 
friend on the other side say that the suit 
was brought for the purpose of defeatin 
the erection of the Court-House for the — 

was an extraordinary announcement for 
counsel to make. It was extraordinary also 


that one of the 500,000 citizens of Chicago, or 


Cook County, should appear in the character of 
a complainant when the other 499,999 had pre- 
cisely the same rights as he had to arrest, at 
this stage, so important an enterprise. In con- 
sidering the case presented under these circum- 
stances, it was proper to go back and ascertain 
the principle upon which corporate municipal 
action was based, and upon which Governments 
were administered. In the first place, it might be 
safely alleged that in this country public posers

Mr. Woodbri Allow me to suggest that 
our object and design is to arrest the progress 
of the buiiding for the following reasons: Firs 
that the County Board cannot properly 
with this work until the people have passed 
upon the money question; and, second, that we 
have a profound distrust of the present County 
Commissioners, and wish to elect others before 
the Court-House is erected.

If they waite 
for this condition of the public mind, good-by to 
the building of the Court-House, for experience 
told us that time would never come. 

It would be well to look for the power or want 
of power the Commissioners had to act in the 
matter complained of. The Constitution, Sec. 
7, Art. X., provided that the county affairs 
should be managed by a Board of Commission- 
ers. There was no complaint in the bill that 
the members of the County Board were not 
properly elected or qualified. The main inquiry 
then was, What were “county affairs within 
the meaning of the Constitution. The law was 
pretty explicit on this point. It was provided 
that the Commissioner; should take care of the 
real and personal estate of the county, manage 
county funds and county business, etc., and 
„provide when necessary and the finances of 
* the county justify it a suitable Court- 
House.“ The only limitation of the ab- 
solute duty of the Board was contained 
in these words. But who was to 
judge of the necessity and of the condition of 
the finances? Unquestionably the Board, for 
no citizen was charged with, or supposed to 
know, what could be done or what was the con- 
dition of the finances. The Board had a discre- 
tionary power in this matter. If it was charged 
with the administration of county finances, it 
was necessarily charged with the duty of ascer- 
tafhing whether the finances were in such a 
condition as to justify any particular expendi- 
ture. It was a settled fact that the Board 
should determine those questions, and its ac- 
tion was ccnclusive. But the bill was abso- 
lutely without an allegation as to the financial 
ability of the county to undertake this Work; 
there was nothing before the Court to show 
what amount of money there wasinthe Treas- 
ury. As to the necessity for the improvements, 
every sensible man was cognizant of it. He was 
perfectly willing as a 8 fer to pay his 
proportion of the $5,000 or $7,000, which it was 
claimed was set apart for the purposes of fraud 
and corruption, even if he were satisfied that 
the allegation was true, rather than the erec- 
tion of the Court-House should be delayed a 
single hour. He wanted the time tocome in 
his professional life when he could invite his 
professional friends from abroad to a seat with- 
in the Bar of the courts without being com- 
pelled to apolo for the miserable conditions 
under which the justice of Cook County was 
dispensed and the law of the State admin- 
istered.

If — 
could be shown about the flre- proof quality o 
‘building material it would be that brick was the 
only material which would sta fire; and the 
complainant might have added in the bill that 
good brick was not advertised for as well as 
stone, and that therefore the Commissioners 
were guilty of fraud. 

Mr. Woodbridge—Brick is made in the fire. 
Mr. Jewett—Of course, that is just the reason 
of its fire-proof qualities. 

The indictment of the Commissioners was 
also set forth by the bill: That had nothing to 
do with this case. It could not be taken as a 
foregone conclosion that a man indicted for one 
offense was necessarily guilty of another. If 
Periolat was separated from the bill there would 
be nothing left of it. But there was no allega- 

tion that Periolat acted for Walker in the inter- 
est of McNeil & Son; yet all the time it was 
claimed that he was working in behalf of Walk- 
er’s bid, which was rejected. The bill was crit- 
icised in detail, Mr. Jewett having a plausible 
explanation for each of the charges, and char- 
acterizing it as a miserable piece of pettifogging 
which was beyond comprehension. He contended 
that the evidence was overwhelming that there 
was no limestone quarry in the county, except 
Walker’s, which could supply stone of the quali- 
ty and quantity required for the building. 
nowi his, it was no crime for Walker, al- 
though it might be in bad taste,to boast that he 
controlled the bidding. Headmitted that Walker 
was interested in the contract. which was awarded 
McNeil & Son because he offered Sto supply 
them stone from his quarry. It could also be 
said that, had not Walker agreed to supply the 
stone, McNeil & Son would not have secured 
the contract. But that was no proof of the 
carrying out of a conspiracy or the accomplish- 
ment of a fraud. No consideration could be 
given tothe allegation that an attempt had 
been made to levy contributions from Mr. Egan, 
and an attempt made to drag him into a scheme 
to plunder the county. This was stricken out 
of the case by the davit the County Archi- 
tect, who was conceded to be a competent and 
upright man, had filed. The allegations were 
THE WEAKEST IN THEIR FOUNDATION, 
and, in the character of the conclusions attempt- 
ed to be deduced therefrom, the most incon- 
sistent and improbable in their nature of any 
allegations in any bill which it had been his 
fortune to examine. If nothing in conflict had 
been presented to the Court, and the Court was 
asked to grant an injunction on the bare state- 
ments of the bill alone, he should say it was a 
question of grave doubt whether they were 
sufficient for the purpose. But now that the 
allegations were all rebutted and denied, when 
they were not only rebutted and denied posi- 
tively, but by facts and circumstances which 
made it ap that many of the allegations were 
mere suspicions, and not based on reliable 
facts, it must appear that the case was one that 
the Court ought at once to dispose of by refus- 
ing the application and allowing the work to 
proceed. ith regard to the financial phase of 
the question, there was no averment in the bill 
that the county had issued bonds to the consti- 
tutional limit; it ought to have appeared, if any 
relief was sought in that direction, that the 
limit had or would be exceeded by the proposed 
issue of bonds. 

IN REGARD TO THE CONTRACT 
between the city and county, he urged, as had 
been done by his brother counsel, that Ballard 
had no interest in it and could not ask to have it 
enforced.

It was general- 
ly admitted that the present state of th was 
a grievance; but it was not the best way to ar- 
rive at a desirable result by unlawful and im- 
proper measures. It was not true as a matter 
of fact that we could — 4 for the faithful and 
rapid completion of public works through agen- 
cies doubtful in their character; fraud did not 
generally go hand in hand with speed in such 
matters. If it was true, as charged in the bill, 
that this award was made for other purposes 
than the public good, we ht wait a lifetime 
for the completion of the building. It was a 
matter of public notoriety thbt the contract- 
price for the foundations had been exceeded by 
a bill of $70,000 for extras. 

Mr. Rountree—That is a mistake. 

Mr. Woodbridge—I was told so by the County 
Architect, and it was so stated in the papers. 
The first question which seemed to present 
itself was, whether Ald. Ballard was properly iu 
court. e would not go over the extended dis- 
cussion of his friend in order to indicate his 
views upon this subject. He understood Mr. 
Jewett to make a distinction—that a tax-payer 
might file a bill in a case where a public body 
undertook a work entirely outside of its power, 
but when it was merely a case of abuse of ad- 
mitted discretion the remedy must be proved by 
the prosecuting officer? No case had been cited 
to establish that proposition, and none could be 
found. It was averred in the bill, and admitted 
by silence in all the answers, that there was no 
unappropriated money in the Treasury which 
soul be applied to the building of the Court- 
House. ith regard to taxation for the erec- 

tion of a building, it was idle to say that the 
County Board would not levy a tax, and yet 
allow an indebtedness to be incurred which 
would render a tax imperatively necessary. It 
was averred that the Court-House could not be 
built within the limitation of 75 cents on the 
$100, and it must be plain, upon a reference 
to the law and the Constitution, that a tax 
could not be levied for this purpose without
